The 
moment you observe this go to jour 
room and stay there ; keep it at such a 
temperature as will prevent this chilly 
feeling, even if it requires 100 degre^of 
Fahrenheit. In addition, put your feet 
in water, half-leg deep, as hot as you 
can bear it, adding hotter water from 
tune to time for a quarter! of an hour, so 
that the water shall be hotter when you 
take your feet out than when you .put 
them in; then dry them thoroughly, 
and put on warm, thick woolen stock-

Destruction of Timber. 


In his evidence before' the Agricultu- 


ral Commission of Canada, says the 
Toronto Globe, Mr. Brown, of Port El- 
gin, expressed the opinion that the 
country should be reclothed with forest 
trees. He recommended the planting of 
large nurseries by the Goyernment, from 
which the people could obtain trees at a 
low price, and, also, that the Govern- 
ment should replant the crown lands, 
as is done in Australia and other coun- 
tries. Mr. Brown has been engaged in 
the study of forestry all his life, and 
what he said before the commission is 
worthy of serious attention. The pro- 
cess of stripping the land of its timber 
supply, and more particularly of its 
merchantable timber, has been going 
on at a reckless rate for many years both 
in Canada and the United States, and 
unless it is checked the time must soon 
come when even the demands of the 
home market cannot be supplied.. It is 
not with a forest as with grain or live 
stock; it can not be reproduced in a 
year or in a generation. 
Our great pine 


woods are tho growth of hundreds of 
years, and once they are cut down or 
burned over the supply is ended. 


The pine forests of Maine fifty years 


ago were thought to be inexhaustible. 
Thousands of men were employed dur- 
ing the winter months felling and cut- 
ting trees, and in the summer rafting 
the, logs down the streams or cutting 
them into lumber iu tho mills. Bangor,^ 
on th; Penobscot, was once tho busiest 
ton n in the United States. The river 
%\ai lined-with saw mills for miles, and 
2,000 vessels were engaged in tho car- 
rying trade. The forests for 200 miles 
up the river, and for many miles on 
either bide, havo been laid waste, and the 
" Old Pine Tree State " is no more than 
a figure of speech. 
Spruce, whit h rap- 


idly reproduces itself, is tho lumber 
most generally manufactured—the pro- 
duct on the Penobscot this year being- 
ten times tliat of pine. 


In Michigan and Wisconsin the same 


reckless haste and waste are going on. 
Tho Saginaw valley, which formerly con- 
tained the largest and finest forests in 
Michigan, is being rapidly depleted. 
Its mills have a capacity of 600,000,000 
feet of lumber per year, and mill-owners 
are obliged to bring logs from other 
rivers, often as far as 150 miles distant, 
to supplement the stock of the Saginav. 
The output has reached its climax, aiid 
no new mills are built or old ones re- 
placed. On the Muskegon river the 
amount of logs rafted this year is 400,- 
0<!>),000 feet, and one large operator 
alone will put m about 250,000,000 loot 
t'jirt AviutLr, hauling to the river by rail 
au average: distance of eisrht miles.

011 the stretch. Wo do not rest and lub- 
ber-lift enough. 
Tho result is we ex- 


haust vitality and break down the nerv- 
ous systems and the brain, and suddea 
deaths and insanity results, and the 
wretchedness and suffering experienced 
by persons whose nervous systems are 
not properly nourished lead directly to 
suicide. 


If this is the correct diagnosis the 


course for thoughtful "people to pursue 
is plain enough. Eat less, rest more', 
avoid tobacco, wholly if you can, but at 
most use it as little as possible ; let ex- 
citing drinks of sll kinds alone, sleep all 
tho system requires, throw care and its 
canker to the winds, cultivate your rea- 
sonable, thoughtful, pleasant neighbor, 
go more into society, attend elevating 
public entertainments, cultivate music 
in the family, and remember what the 
wise man of old said, "I am now old, 
yet I have never seen the righteous for- 
saken or his seed begging bread." 


We need to get back to the plain, old- 


fashioned, common sense in the matter 
of living and the enjoyment of life, as a 
means of ^regaining health and strength, 
and the power to make existence desira- 
ble.— Wapello (Iowa) Republicwn.

FACTS FOR TIIE CUKIOU*. 


ALTHOUGH idleness is frequently fatal 


to persons of great mental or physical 
energy, some workmen still find their 
term of existence very short on account 
of the deadly nature of their employment. 
The ° verago life of a Shelheld fork-grinder 
is ouly29 yi_ars, bu. that of the dry-grind- 
er of sickles is 38 years. For every 
70,451 tons of coal dug up in Prussia 
the life of a miner is sacrificed ; and in 
England there is one life lost for every 
89,41,9 tons raised to the surface. 


IN the Bible about 100 planets are al- 


luded to ; Hippocrates mentioned 233 ; 
Theophrastus C.OJ and Pliny 800. From 
this time there was little addition until 
the llenai.->f>ance. 
Iu the beginning of 


the fifteenth century Ge&ner could only 
enumerate 800, but i'ts close at Banliiu de- 
scribed 6,000. Tourn-fo.'t, iu li'^i.re- 
cognizod l(),lofi species: but Li'.'ii:eus, 
in the next century working m re eau- 
tipusly, defined only 7,294. In tho be- 
ginning of this century, in ] 805, Persoon 
described 25,000 species, comprising, 
however, numoror^ minute fungi In 
1819 De Candollo estimated the known 
species at 30,000. 
London, in 1839, 


gave 31,731 spocies; in 1846 Prof. Liud- 
ley gave 80,3>S7, but iu 1853 the^e had in- 
creased to 92,920. At present the known 
species are estimated at 125,000. 


CJIAULI:S D. McGn-rEY, of Chatta- 


nooga, has boon endeavoring "to gt t 
some idea " of.the magnitude of the na- 
tional debt at the doso of the war. He 
has made the calculation that if four 
men were to sit down to pay the inter- 
est, and count a silver dollar a second, 
and work every second of Ihe jear, tin y 
could not keep Jo\\n the interest on the, 
original debt; and if another should sit 
down at 2 years of r.go to count the 
principal at the same rate, he \\ould be 
over 107 years old by the time lie count- 
ed the last dollar, interest on the prin- 
cipal having coast d from the iir&t, mo- 
ment. The pile of silver dollars, more- 
over, which lie would make iu counting 
that princip.il would be four feet square 
and lifteen times as high as Lookout 
mountain (1,COO feet above Chattanooga); 
and if the silver were conveyed in a con- 
tinuous wagon train, each wagon carry- 
ing a ton, and each wagon and team oc- 
cupying thirty-five feet, the train would 
atretch from Chattanooga to Columbus. 


WHAT a noisy creature would a man be 


were his voice, in proportion to Iiis 
weight, as loud as that of a locust! A 
locust can be heard at the distance of 
one-sixteenth of a mile. Tho golden 
wren is said to weigh but half au ounce ; 
so that a middling-sized itiau would 
weigh down not short of 4,000 of them, 
and it must be strange if r. golden wren 
would not out-weigh four of our locusts. 
Supposing, therefore, that a common 
man weighs as much as 16,000 of our lo- 
custs, and that the note of a locust can 
be heard one-sixteenth of a mile, a man 
of common dimensions, pretty sound in 
wind and limb, ought to be able to make 
himself heard at the distance of 1,600 
miies, and when he sneezed "his house 
ought to fall about his ears." Suppos- 
ing a flea to weigh one grain, which is 
more than its actual weight, and to 
jump one and a half yards, a common 
man of 150 pounds, with jumping powers 
in proportion, could jump 12,800 miles, 
or about the distance from New York to 
Cocliin China.
